Supt.Osburn Attends State Meeting 


To Work On Master Education Plan 


~ The State Dept. 
conducted a superintendents’ meeting 
tecently in untersville and in 
attendance at the meeting was Mr. John 
Osburn, Supt. of Education for the Elba 
City School System. 

The meeting, one of four such 
superintendents’ meetings held each 
year, was headed by State Supt. of 
Education Wayne Teague, and the 
purpose of the meeting was to develop a 
comprehensive master plan to improve 


of Education” 


education in Alabama. 

During: the two-day meeting, the 
superintendents developed and refined 
various points in the master plan, which 
will be presented to the State Board of 
Education in early 1984. On the matter 
of curriculum, the discussion centered 
around a change in requirements for 
high school graduation. It was proposed 
the requirements would change, 
emphasizing certain areas and 
eliminating others. The age old problem 


of financing was also discussed, and it 


was agreed possible legislation could be’ 
introduced to increase the arhount of ‘ 


finances available at the State level. 


“I think it is complimentary of Dr. 
Teague to involve people on the local 
level on such important matters,’’ said 
Supt. Osburn. ‘‘The master plan will 
affect local levels in years to come and it 
is good for a statewide consensus to be 
understood."’ 


Federal Judge Refuses To 
Allow Magwood Appeals 


A Federal Judge announced last 
week that he would refuse to allow 
appeals by convicted murderer Billy 
Joe Magwood to move simultaneously 
through the State and Federal courts. 


Magwood, who contends he was 
insane and should not have been 
convicted of capitol murder for the 1979 
shooting death of Coffee County Sheriff 
Neal Grantham, is attempting to block 


his death sentence with appeals to both 
state and federal courts. 

Federal judges usually do not hear 
an inmates’ petition for release from a 
sentence until he has exhausted all 
avenues of appeal at a state level; 
however, Magwood attempted to 
proceed with both legal actions 
simultaneously. 

Asst. State Attorney General Ed 
Carnes reportedly informed U.S. District 


Judge Truman Hobbs that the state had 
no problem with Magwood’s request 
and wanted the case ‘‘fully litigated in 
as expeditious a manner as possible."’ 


In the announcement last Friday, 
Hobbs ruled the state court action 
should come first. He stated 
development of a factual record in state 
court will assist the federal courts in 
reviewing the case.

State Troopers To Keep 3-Wheel 


Vehicles Off Public Roads 


Alabama State Troopers have been 
instructed to issue traffic citations to 
drivers of all-terrain, three-wheeled 
vehicles operating on public highways, 
according to Maj. James Fuqua, chief of 
the Highway Division of the 
Department of Public Safety. 

“These vehicles are designed for 
off-the-road use,"" Fuqua said. ‘‘They 
are not designed for and are not legal 
for highway use. 

““Because they do not meet the 
criteria of a legal motor vehicle and 
because it is illegal to operate them on 
public roadway, troopers have been 
instructed to issue citations whenever 
they observe these three-wheeled 
vehicles operating on public 
roadways,"’ said Fuqua. 

Fuqua said the vehicles are not safe 
for use on highways because they are 


not equipped with adequate brakes, 
rearview mirrors, approved tires, horns 
or lights required of highway vehicles. 

Most off-the-road vehicles are 
equipped with low-pressure tires 
specifically classified as ‘‘not designed 
for highway use,’’ he said. 

“If these vehicles were modified to 
meet the requiremtns of motor vehicles, 
the operator would have to possess a 
valid driver's license and license tag," 
said Fuqua. “In addition, all drivers 
and passengers would be required to 
wear an approved safety helmet and 
shees."" 

Fuqua said the parent or guardian of 
a juvenile cited for violating laws 
regarding operation of a motor vehicle 
also can be held responsible for 
permitting the juvenile protective 
helmet and drivers license laws. 


ed to the council that he had ridden for a 
couple of hours recently with one patrol 
car and was impressed with the conduct 
of the department. Chief White 
responded and noted the department 
average age was very young, but they 
were a fine group of officers. 

Mayor English commended the 
members of the police department on 
their conduct at football games and 
during the recent homecoming parade. 

English reported that the hospital 
authority had called on the city for the 
first $55,000 for the Farmers Home 
Loan payment and this money was 
taken from the special fund set aside for 
that purpose. English noted the lease of 
the facility had been completed and this 
would be the only time the city would be 
called on for the payment. He also 
indicated the authority expected to be 
able to repay the money about March, 
Also payments should begin soon on the 
annual $50,000 payment to the general 
fund of the city. 

English explained that gasoline tax 
money earmarked for street paving and 
repair has been put in an interest- 
bearing account because little paving 
can be done during the winter months 
and the extra interest between now and 
spring would do a little more work. 

English noted work has begun on 
solving flooding problems on Ann Street 
and sidewalk repair will begin right 
away. 

He also noted that the $350,000 
HUD rehabilitation-of-homes project 
will begin about mid-December and last 
five or six months. The federally 
designated target area is in Mulberry 
Heights and maximum income to 
qualify is $16,000. First priority will be 
bath facilities, second - energy effi- 
ciency, and third - cosmetic. Federal 
officials hope to improve 44 homes with 


. this project. 


Mayor English reviewed the budget 
for the past year and noted that the city 
ended the year with some money in the 
bank. He said this was due to income 
exceeding projections and efforts by 
various departments to keep expenses 
down. Administration, appropriations, 
retirement, police, debt retirement, fire 
department were all below projected 
expenditures. 

Those exceeding projections in- 
cluded the recreation department that 
exceeded the budgeted amount by only 
$1185, while it took in an additional 
$4100. English has explained in the 
past that such fluctuations in the 
projections cannot be foreseen but are 
actually good for the department. 

The street department spent some 
$2500 more than budgeted. This went 
into salaries, repairs and landfill 
charges. It would have been higher but 
the department was able to conserve on 
gasoline and supplies. 

Capital expenditure was $72,430 
actually spent against a proposed 
budget of $39,000. English said the 
purchase of new police cars and several 
other items threw this budget out of line 
with projections. 

Year-end totals indicate the City of 
Elba took in $1,152,778.13 and spent 


$1,105,911.67. Sales tax increase 
accounted for $35,000 of the extra 
money.

We don’t 
pretend to understand law, but if they made a law requiring 
the loved ones of the deceased to give permission, surely 
they can design another law allowing me to make my own 
decision and relieve my family of this chore. 


Five acres of 
discarded tires are on fire and experts predict it may burn 
well into 1984! We don’t know why anyone would stack up 
that many tires, nor what good they would be, but we 
marvel at their stickability. Our only other question is - 
exactly how many tires can be stacked on five acres of 
Virginia land?

Veterans Affairs News 


On September 30, 1983 
the Alabama Department of 
Veterans Affairs and the 
Coffee county office ended 
its thirty-eighth year of 
service to veterans their 
dependents and survivors. 
The Department is under the 
direction of Frank D. Wilkes. 
Mr. Wilkes is the fifth 
director of the Department 
since it was created by the 
Alabama Legislature in 1945. 
The Department has served 
as a pattern for development 
of similar agencies in many 
other states. The Alabama 
Legislature knew the 
veterans of Alabama, and 
their dependents would need 
professional service and 
counseling by an agency 
separated from the Federal 
Veterans Administration to 
properly prepare their claims 
for submission, for this 
purpose they created the 
Alabama Department of 
Veterans Affairs. 

Mr. John H. Taylor is the 
Coffee County Veterans 
Service Officer and has 
served in this capacity since 
June 1972. Some of the 
services rendered by this 
office include counseling 
with the veterans, their 
dependents and survivors, 
and filing applications 
against the Veterans 
Administration for a variety 
of benefits including 
compensation and pension 
disability claims, GI Bill 
benefits, home loan 
eligibility, VA insurance, 
also applications for WA 
hospitalization and nursing 
home care. Additional 
benefits include burial 
benefits for the veterans and 
death benefits for the widows 
and survivors of certain 
deceased veterans. Along 
with the Federal veterans’ 
benefits, the State of 
Alabama offers numerous 


benefits to its veterans, 
including the Alabama G.I. 
and Dependents Educational 
Benefit program which 
authorizes free books and 
tuition to the dependents and 
survivors of certain veterans 
who entered the service from 
the State of Alabama. This 
program provides for up to 
36 months of free books and 
tuition to attend any 
Alabama _ state-supported 
college, university or 
technical school. 

According to Taylor the 
services rendered during 
fiscal year 1982-83 had a 
significant impact on the 
local economy, resulting in 
$3,571,485 dollars being 
directly awarded to VA 
recipients of Coffee County. 

Mr. Taylor proudly points 
out that all benefits received 
though the department were 
obtained without cost to the 
veteran or his family. 
According to 1980 Census 
information, 436,000 
veterans now reside in 
Alabama. The Department of 
Veterans Affairs is proud of 
its history of service to the 
veterans of Alabama. Over 
the next decade, there will be 
an ever-increasing demand 
for medical and nursing 
home service for the aging 
veterans of World War I and 
II. The new challenge is in 
providing service for the 
advanced aged veterans of 
World War I and World War 
Il. The Director, Frank D. 
Wilkes, a Vietnam veteran 
himself, points out that we 
cannot repay the debt we 
owe the veterans who gave 
so much of themselves for 
their country, but we can 
recognize that debt and do 
our best to provide the care 
and professional service 
they so ricnly deserve.

Use Kerosene Heaters 


With Care 


If you use a kerosene 
heater, use it safely. 

That’s the message the 
Insurance Information 
Institute wants to get across 
in its new Kerosene Heater 
Safety leaflet. 

The return of cooler 
weather to many parts of the 
nation means that about 10 
million portable kerosene 
heaters will be back -in 
operation before long. 

The federal Consumer 
Product Safety Commission 
staff has recommended 
important :product changes 
for kerosene heaters to 
reduce contact burn injuries, 
flare-up fires and pollutants. 

But most current models 
lack these added safety 
features and the Institute’s 
leaflet seeks to _ help 
consumers avoid a number of 
serious hazards. 

According to the 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, kerosene 
heaters caused 6,870 contact 
burns in the United States in 
1982. There were 4,810 
victims under age 5S and 
1,130 between ages 5 and 14. 
In addition, some 1,639 
children below age 5 
ingested kerosene. 

The Institute's leaflet 
tells how to use a kerosene 
heater safely. It also tells 
how to pick a model, deal 
with hazards, handle fuel 
and conduct summer-fall 
maintenance. Single copies 
are free by calling the 
Institute toll-free at 800-221- 
4954, 

The Kerosene Heater 
Safety leaflet notes that 
burns could be caused by 
direct contact with a heater 
or by ignition of combustible 
clothing. Children and pets 
should be kept at a safe 
distance from operating 
heaters. 

Fires could be caused by 
operating the heater too 
close to furniture, draperies 
or other combustibles, by 
knocking over a lighted 
heater or by ignitihg the fuel 
when filling the tank. 

Explosions could be 
caused by using the wrong 
kind of fuel, such as 
gasoline, or by operating the 
heater in an area where there 
are combustible fumes. 

The Kerosene Heater 
Safety leaflet also discusses 
the risk of asphyxiation and 
indoor air pollution: 

Oxygen could be reduced 
to a dangerous level if 
kerosene heaters are 
operated in a small room or 
inadequately ventilated area. 
This could lead to incomplete 
combustion of fuel and 
produce carbon monoxide, 
an odorless, colorless gas, 
which in sufficient concentra- 
tions, or if breathed over a 
period of time, can_ kill 
without w arning. 

Kerosene heaters also 
can emit such pollutants as 
carbon dioxide, nitrogen 
dioxide and sulphur dioxide. 
Breathing these substances 
can create a risk, especially 
to pregnant women, 
asthmatics, individuals with 
cardiovascular disease, the 
elderly and small children, 

What's the best way to 


minimize the pollution and 
asphyxiation dangers? 

The leaflet says it’s 
important to have adequate 
ventilation to other rooms 
and a source of fresh, outside 


air such as a window or door 
open at least one inch when- 
ever a kerosene heater: is 
used. 


The leaflet adds that 
ikerosene heaters could be 
especially hazardous in 
bedrooms and should never 
be used while a family is 
sleeping. 

Kerosene heaters are still 
illegal in some areas and 
consumers are urged to 
check with their local fire 
department or fire marshal’s 
office for any restrictions 
before making a purchase. 

Consumers shopping for 
a kerosene heater should 
look for a recognized seal of 
approval such as_ the 
Underwriters Laboratories 
(UL) label, which means that 
the heater has performed 
well under test conditions 
and meets acceptable fire 
safety standards.

Law-a-way 
Plans 


Christmas and the holiday 
season are right around the 
corner, For some consumers 
it may be easier to put 
Christmas gifts on a layaway 
plan rather than charge or 
pay in a lump sum. 

The Attorney's General's 
Office of Consumer 
Protection suggests you 
check every store for 
individual layaway policies. 
Plans differ from store to 
store and may not always 
meet your needs. 

Many stores will extend a 
layaway as extra service. 
However, each store has its 
own plan of how a layaway 
will be handled. Some 
require a deposit that is 
non-refundable should you 
decide to cancel your 
layaway. 

Check to see if there are 
other charges involved in the 
layaway plan such as storage 
fees, handling fees or service 
charges. These additional 
charges may make the 
layaway less appealing. 


More than likely a 
schedule of payments is 
included which limits the 


amount of time you have to 
pay the balance. Miminum 
payments are required which 
dictate the amount necessary 
to retain the layaway. 

In addition some stores 
may require a minimum 
amount of purchase to 
establish a layaway plan. 

Remember, a _ layaway 
agreement is a_ contract 
between you the consumer 
and the store. Protect 
yourself by reading and 
understanding all terms of 
the agreement before 
obligating your money.

The State Board of 
Education acquired Lincoln 
Normal in 1874, the date the 
school was moved _ to 
Montgomery and renamed 
the Alabama _ Colored 
Peoples University. In 1929 
the school was renamed the 
State Teachers College at 
Montgomery, and two years 
later conferred its first 
baccalaureate degrees. The 
institution also has been 
known as Alabama State 
College for Negroes and 
Alabama State College, 
before going to university 
status in 1969, 


***Alabama A&M is an 
historic school, which was 
established in 1875 as a 
coeducational college by its 
founder, William Council. It 
was first known as_ the 
“Huntsville Normal School.”’ 
The college later became a 
land-grant school under the 
Secovil Morrill Act of 1890, 
was moved from downtown 
Huntsville to its present 
location on the city’s north 
side. The University, whose 
name was changed by the 
State. of Alabama, to 
Alabama A&M in 1969, is 
now considered one of the 
leading educational schools 
in the South, It currently has 
an enrollment of 4200 
students. 


BLACK HISTORY 


***Negro troops played a 
conspicuous part in the 
attempt to capture Fort 
Wagner on Morris Island 
near Charleston, §.C., on 
July 16, 1863. The 54th 
Massachusetts regiment, 
under Col. Robert Shaw, was 
attacked by Confederates on 
James Island and compelled 
to withdraw from the field of 
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battle; but not before inflict- 
ing heavy losses in the ranks 
of the enemy, who out- 
numbered them. By this 
action they saved three 
companies of the 10th 
Connecticut regiment. 


***When President Johnson 
allowed state government in 
the South to be rebuilt on the 
pre-Civil War foundation, 
Congress, fearful that the 
colored people would be 
deprived of the full benefits 
of their newly gained 
freedom, decided to act on 
the question of Civil Rights 
for Negroes. The Civil 
Rights Act, passed by 
Congress in March, 1866, 
was designed to protect the 
freedom from the state laws 
that sanctioned economic 
and social discrimination. 


***An important purpose of 
the philanthropic and 
benevolent societies created 
during the war was the 
education of Negroes, which 
was first begun in Virginia. 
The first day School for 
Freedom was established in 
1861 by Rev. L.C. Lockwood, 
a missionary sent by the 
American . Missionary 
Association, and was taught 
by Mary S. Peake, a Negro 
woman.

SAFETY 


I saw a dangerous thing 
the other day as I was driving 
on Highway 134 between the 
Mt. Gilead and _ Ino 
communities. A fellow was 
disking a field with a large 
tractor pulling a gang of 
disks. Standing beside him 
and hanging onto him was a 
little girl who appeared to be 
three or four years old. This 
is a very dangerous practice 
and something which should 
never be done. It only takes a 
split second for a child or 
anyone else to lose their grip 
and fall under the tires or 
disk. 

This reminds me of a 
county corner’s report on a 
similar case. He _ said, 
‘People should just not let 
their kids ride on tractors. If 
you hit a bump, they can fall 
off. With a mower or dick 
only three to five feet behind, 
no matter how fast you react 
you're going to be right -on 
top of them.” 


HAY 


Bruce Penuel, who lives 
on the Bellwood Road south 
of Enterprise, specializes in 
growing high quality hay. 
Not too many people still put 
hay up in small, square 
bales. However, Penuel 
continues to do this to 
accommodate people who 
have horses and others who 
need small amounts. 

Penuel was in the dairy 
business for a number of 
years and learned how to 
grwo high quality Coastal 
Bermuda hay. He planted 
some of the first Coastal 
Bermuda in the county. 

Folks who need some of 
these small bales of hay 
should go ahead and contact 
Penuel. 


SOYBEAN HARVEST 


Coffee County’s soybean 
growers are beginning the 
soybean harvest in earnest 
now. With the higher prices 
than normal, every grower 
wants to get as many beans 
as possible. Some producers 
are using a harvest aid 
chemical a week to 10 days 
before harvest to kill a lot of 
the weeds which are still 
green. This helps get more 
beans in the combine which 
means more money. 

John Henderson, our 
soybean specialist at 
Auburn told me recently that 
a harvest aid chemical should 
be applied when about half of 
the leaves have fallen off and 
the remainder are yellow. 
These chemicals knock down 
or dry out the weeds and 
grasses. Apply chemicals at 
a higher rates when you have 
large weeds and cocklebur. 
Be sure to follow directions 
carefully when you apply 
these chemicals.

PEACHES 


Retired Col. George 
Tillery, who lives in Benina 
Estates, takes a lot of pride 
in his peach orchard. I talked 
to him the other day and he 
produced an average crop 
this year. 


Talking with Tillery 
reminded me that Dr. Arlie 
Powell. fruit and nut 


specialist at Auburn, pointed 

out that right now is an ideal 

time for peach produce: 

do a soil test. Powell says, 
’ 


“Keeping proper caldium 
and mapnesium le 
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pH of 6.5 is essential for 
healthy peach trees. Peach 
trees don’t live as long in 
soils which have a low pH.” 

Incidentally, for those 
planting peaches for the first 


time, take a soil sample and 
if lime is needed, 
incorporate it deeply into the 
soil. On existing orchards, go 
ahead and lime on top and 
disk it in.

ROACHES 


Cool weather causes 
roaches to look for a warmer 
place, and this is usually in 
the house. I would suggest 
spraying around the doors, 
windows and utility rooms 
with Diazinon or Dursban 
spray, 

As an extra preventative, 
sprinkle Diazinon granules in 
a 3- to 4-foot band all the way 
around the house. This will 
help deter not only roaches, 


but any type insect that 
might be migrating towards 


the inside of the house. 


MOLE CRICKETS 


Mole crickets continue to 
be a real problem in many 
lawns. According to our 


entomologist, the mole 
cricket baits are ineffective 
this time of the year. The 
baits do a good job in 
controlling mole crickets 


from about mid-July to 


September. 


To help control the 
population of mole crickets 
this time of the year, apply 
Diazinon granules’ as 
recommended on the bag 
and water in immediately 
with about a half-inch of 


water. 


PECANS 


Look at your pecan trees 
on November 1 and you can 
predict your crop for 1984. If 
your trees have a full set of 
leaves on November 1, your 
chances will be excellent for 


a good crop next year. 


Research shows that 
trees that had their leaves 
removed on October 15 
produced only 2 pounds of 
nuts the next year. Trees that 
still had their leaves on 
November 1 produced 25 


pounds, 


So you can see how 
important it is to control 
insects that cause leaves to 
drop early. These include 
black aphids, mites, and 


some leaf diseases.

PRESERVING PUMPKINS 


We like pumpkin at our 
house. There are a couple of 
reasons why. First, pumpkin 
is low in calories.

One 
of my favorite pies is 
pumpkin, and because we 
are cutting calorie intake at 
our house, I have worked on 
a pumpkin pie recipe that 
will have about 200 calories 
per slice with no sugar.

Wash 
well, cut into pieces and 
remove seeds. Cook in a 
small amount of water until 
tender. Remove pulp from 
tind by mashing through a 
sieve. Put in a pan and place 
in ice water to chill. Pack in 
moisture/vapor-resistant 
container and freeze. 

I like to package my 
pumpkin into containers 
which hold 2 cups. This is 
what my pie recipe calls for.

Thanksgiving Day and Pow 
Wow. 

Gates open at 9 a.m. and 
festivities begin at 10. 
Craftsmen from vaious tribes 
will exhibit beadwork, silver 
work quilts and baskets. 
Dance groups from 
Oklahoma, Mississippi, 
Florida and North Carolina 
will perform original tribal 
dances including Creek and 
Chactaw dances. A hoop 
dancing demonstration at 10 
a.m. will begin the day’s 
events. 

Official ceremonies start 
at noon with an address by 
Congressman Jack Edwards. 
Election of 1984 Tribal 
Council Members .for the 
Poarch Band of Creeks will 
be held throughout the day. 

The day’s menu includes 
tuckey, ham, famous Indian 
roasted corn and fry bread. 
Food will be served 
beginning at 9 a.m.

estimate,’’ said Supt. Vaughan, ‘but I 
am dubious of proration and feel it's 
better to be conservative."’ 

The financial statement for the past 
fiscal year was also discussed with a 
balance of $532,000 being an item of 
utmost interest. The large balance 
reflected on the statement is mislead- 
ing, according to Vaughan, who 
explained that most of the funds were 
obligated for capital outlay at the 
Kinston Elementary School project. 

“‘A true balance would be closer to 
$83,000,"" Vaughan added, ‘‘and that 
money will be used to pay for painting 
and repairs at the gyms in the county 
system and miscellaneous maintenance. 
I'll be very happy if we can do all our 
maintenance and improvements and 
have $3000 left.’ We are in the business 
of educating, not making money." 

A total of $150,000 in ‘per pupil’ 
funds was also received, but it was 
earmarked for use in the removal of 
asbestos. . The county system, after 
extensive investigation, was found to 
have asbestos in the cafeteria in New 


Brockton and at two classroonis in 
Kinston. The asbestos is scheduled to 
be removed during the Christmas 


holidays at a cost of $25,000. 

The remaining $125,000 in the ‘’per 
pupil’’ fund will be used to pay for five 
school buses, to be delivered next week. 

The buses will be 66-passenger 
vehicles and will be placed at the most 
highly populated routes. 

The controversial ‘‘No Tobacco’’ 
policy was again discussed, with the 
principals of all three county high 


schools taking part. The principals - Dr. 


Willard Crabtree of Zion Chapel; Mr. 


Lavon Cain of Kinston, and Mr. Stanley 


Walker of New Brockton, all visited the 
Carroll High School in Ozark, to 
examine the results of a no-smoking 
policy at the school. The policy was 
adopted in Ozark to prevent the 
gathering of students and non-students 
at a special smoking area, and it was 
reported the policy had resulted in no 
serious problems, 

‘‘We are planning to enact a 
no-tobacco policy because it has been 
medically proven that smoking is 
hazardous to your health,’’ said Supt. 
Vaughan. ‘‘Even if parents do allow it at 
home, at school we won't allow a 
student to do something that is 
damaging to his health. We know some 


students will still slip around and 
smoke, but if caught, they will be 
disciplined. Our teachers will not be 
police and will not patrol school 


grounds; however, they will not ignore 
what they see."’ 

Disciplinary action now being dis- 
cussed includes a warning to students 
with tobacco in their possession, to 
expulsion for repeated violators. The 
new policy is scheduled to go into effect 
at the start of the second semester. 

‘We don’t anticipate any problems 
with the new policy,’’ said Vaughan, 
“but it will be strictly enforced."’ 

It was reported that two of the 
county bands had recently won honors.
